The Levies of Foo: and Horfe are 
continued throughout the Ecclefiaftical Stace, and 
they are to rendezvous at Faenza, where a general 
Review will be tsken of them. The new-rais’d 
Dragoons have already pals’d in Review in the Mea- 
dow behind the Caftle of Sr. Angelo, The Pope’s 
Nuncio with the Roman Cacholick Swifs Cantons, 
has obtain’d of them a Levy of 6000 Men, for 
whom Remitiances to the Value of 50000 Crowns 
areready. A further Sum is providing, for making 
Levies in the Territorie of Avignon. The Pope 
has causd Garrifons of his Troops to be put into 
Collalto and Subiaco. on the Borders of Naples, 
having Information that the Inaperialifts defign’d to 
poflefs themfelves of them. His Holinefs fent Or- 
der atthe fame Time to the Bithons, to excommu- 
nicate thofe who fhall offer to Geze the Revenues of 
Church-Benefices: In the mean while the Arch- 
duke’s Officers have commifficn'’d certain Ecclefia- 
flicks, to receive the Revenues ariting from Bene- 
ficcs belonging to Forreigners, with order ro depofice 
tae fame in the Bank call’d the Mount of Piety, but 
not rodilpofe of it ocher wife than theArchduke’s Mini- 
fiers fhall appoint. Troops are fent to Civita-Vec- 
chia, Palo, Santa-Marinelia, and to all the Cafties 
onthe Roman Coaft.

Rome, June 30. The Levying of Porces is for- 
warded with all Diligence, and as faft as the 
Companies and Troops are form’d, they are to 
march to their general Rendezvous appointed ac 
Facnza. In Order to fill up the new Levies the 
more expeditioufly, a general Pardon bas been pub- 
lifh’d for all thofe who having been banith’d or con- 
demn'd for not appearing when cited before Tribu- 
nals of Juftice, even for Crimes that deferve to be 
punifh’d with Death, fhall come in and lift. The 
Count de Thaun paffing through this City in his 
Journey from Napl-s to the Milaneze, ftopp’d fome 
Hours at the Houfe of the Count de Cauni:z Auduor 
of the Rota. Cardinal Grimani on his Arrival at 
Fondi, wrote a long Letter to Cardinal Paulucci

maied, that he could nor believe that in the prefent 
CorjurGure of Affairs bis Holinefs defigns by the 
Warike Preparations he is making to engage him- 
felf in an open Rupture with the Emperour 5; and 
thai thof: who give him fuch Counfel, ought uot 
to be heerken’d to. The Refident of Portugal en- 
deavour’d, in a lare Audience he had of the Pope, 
to diffwace him from continuing thofe Preparations 5 
butbisHiclinefs did aot give him a favourableHlearing. 


Naples, July 17. The 13th Cardinal Grimani our 
Viceroy appear'd the firtt Time in publick; he 
Went *o the Church of our Lady of Mount Carmel, 
and thence pafs'd through the principal Streets that 
he might be feen by the People, who made loud 
Acclamations, He has refolv’d to give Audience 
regularly 4 Days of the Week, viz.

4°; commanded that Juftice be adminiftred impar- 
tially and {peedily , without Spinning out Caufes 
by Appeals ; and having taken the propereft Mea- 
ures for maintaining pablick Peace and good Order,

Sea he bas now oblig'd the Nobility, by 
Order that no Yracefman, Fe: cicg-Mafter, or an;

Ic contains tke Em- 
perour’s Sentiments on the Affair of Comacchio, 
which is affirm’d to have been zn Imperial Fee 900 
Years ; that his Imperial Majefty’s Intention is not 
ro make War agaiaft the Pope, nor to prejudice the 
Rights of the holy See ; but to keep a Garrifon in 
Comacchio, till his Holinefs produce a juft and 
lawful Title to that Fee ; which done be will with- 
draw all his Troops out of the Ferrareze.
